election. 
They 
ha ve gone bey ond tha t a nd served a s a 
unit of a na tiona l a rmy in fighting ba n­ 
dits, rebels, or wha tever the enemy a t 
one time or a nother 
ma y 
ha ve 
been. 
Doubtless, if they should rema in, they 
w'ould find plenty of such work for y ea rs 
to come. 
But their proper function is not 
tha t of service a s virtua lly a force of mer­ 
cena ries.

A MOSS-GROWN RULING IS UPSET 
It w^ould be unbelieva ble tha t Missouri 
la w' for forty -four y ea rs ha s forbidden 
the use of a convicted felon a s a witness, 
if the genera l inefficiency of crimina l 
procedure in the sta te were not so w ell 
known. 
The sta te supreme court, on a 
lest ca se brought by Circuit Attorney Mil­ 
ler of St. Louis, ha s just reversed a n opin­ 
ion of the sa me court on this la w' ma de 
a lmost a ha lf century a go. 
It holds tha t 
the sta tute is unconstitutiona l beca use it 
restricts use of the writ of ha bea s corpus, 
a nd in a ddition, tha t such a la w inter­ 
feres with the a dministra tion of justice, 
the St. Louis Sta r a sserts then a dds: 
“ Herea fter,

“Years of Grace.” by Margaret 
Ay er Barnes, was chosen by the 
ju ry of awards as the nov el pu b­ 
lished in 
1930 
which “best 
pre­ 
sents the 
whole 
atmosphere 
of 
American life.” The prize winning 
play was “Allison’s Hou se” written 
by Su san Glaspell. Its characters 
disgu ised by fictitiou s names, the 
play deals with the belated recog­ 
nition of the poetry of Emily Dick­ 
inson. 
Other prizes In the field of let­ 
ters were awarded to the follow­ 
ing: 
In history . In “The Coming of the 
War. 
1914.” 
by 
Bernadotte 
E. 
Schmitt; in biography , to “Charles 
W. Elliott,” by Henry James; and 
in v erse to “Collected Poems by 
Robert 
Frost.” 
The ju ry ’s

Governor Caulfield. Monday vetoed 
the crip p led children’s bill to sup p le- 
i ment an existing agency now' carry­ 
ing for unfortunate children in the 
state. 
The measure W'ould have 
created a commission of seven mem­ 
bers serving without salary to sup ­ 
ervise 
hosp italization of crip p led 
children at state exp ense. 
An ap ­ 
p rop riation of $100,000 for the work 
of the group also had been p assed 
by the legislature. 
Governor Caulfield said he vetoed 
the bill because it dup licated an 
"elaborate law' p roviding for the 
treatment and hosp ital care of crip ­ 
p led children at the University of 
Missouri.” 
Another bill to receive the gov­ 
ernor’s veto would have submitted 
forty committees in state senator­ 
ial, circuit judge, and other district 
officers lying wholly within a coun­ 
ty to fix the filing fee to be p aid 
by candidates for nomination. 
A bill p assed by the legislature 
to double the fee p aid birth reg­ 
istrars in Missouri and have the 
state p ay for the registration in­ 
stead of the counties was also veto­ 
ed by Governor Caulfield. 
An ap ­ 
p rop riation for $7 5,000 for the p ur­ 
p ose also will be disap p roved, the 
governor said. 
Governor Caulfield late today sign­ 
ed the bill p assed by the legislature 
w'hich rep ealed the law that makes 
the mere failure of a hank p rima 
facie evidence the bank directors 
are guilty of know'ing it is insolvent 
and subject to criminal p rosecution.

"Progress 
can be achieved only by a great 
movement made up of a vast num­ 
ber of inidividual efforts and not 
by any single action that govern­ 
ments or group s can take.” 
The secretary said he

not 
share 
the 
belef 
that there

anything fundamentally w'rong w'ith 
the social system of this or other 
industralized countries. He said that 
the defects in the p resent system in 
this country woula be w'orked out 
so that there would not be the 
“p ainful sp ectacle” of men willing 
to w'ork but unable to find a market 
for the only commodity which they 
can exchange for food and clothing.” 
Prices must be revised and costs 
of p roduction and outp ut must be 
brought down to a p oint where de­ 
mand W'ill again be stimulated and 
goods move into consump tion,” Mr, 
Mellon said.

The golfer dips his ball in the 
odoriferou s 
compou nd, 
tees 
u p, 
w'hales away and then follows his 
nose. 


To provide for persons su ffering 
from 
hay -fever, 
or 
otherwise 
in­ 
capacitated in the m atter of smell­ 
ing, the inventor 
.has 
arranged 
odors similar to the mu sks of cer­ 
tain animals. 
The golfer then takes 
a dog on his rou nd, and the dog 
trails the ball in the delu sion that 
it’s game. 
For those golfers who can’t smell 
and have no dog, the inventor has 
another dodge. 
At each tee is a 
pail of qu ick-dry ing liqu id composed 
of materials that 
make 
u p 
the 
“spit-devils" u sed by small boy s on 
the Fou rth of Ju ly . 
This is the 
stu ff y ou drop on the sidewalk and 
set off by scraping y ou r shoe across 
it. 
The resu lt Is mu ch crackling 
and spitting. 
Pu t it on a golf hall, 
hit the ball and there will be an 
excellent trail of small explosive 
noises to follow. 
For 
those 
persons 
w'ho 
can’t 
smell, have no dog and are deaf, 
the inventor provides an ammonia 
solu tion into w’hich the golf ball is 
dipped. 
If the ball lands in the 
rou gh, the moistu re at the roots of 
the grass cau ses the ammonia to

CHAPTER XLIII—Co ntinued 
W ith equal emphasis I urged that 
we must build up our organization 
as fast as possible to carry on the i 
battle to the end, and tha t our pro­ 
gram had been seriously interrupt­ 
ed by concessions already made. 
I called attention to the fact that 
the railways all ov er France were 
on the point of break ing down for 
lack of efficient operators and of 
sk illed work men to repair rolling 
stoc k ; that onr ports would be 
hopelessly block ed unless we could 
improv e the railways; that his plan 
would leav e us 200,000 men short 
to complete combat units and fill 
up special organizations tha t were 
absolutely necessary In the S. O. S., 
and, finally, tha t the restriction of 
our shipments to infantry and ma­ 
chine-gun units would be a v ery 
dangerous and short-sighted policy. 
To much of this he paid little or 
no attention and replied that all 
these things could be postponed. 
Wa nted Wilso n Info rmed. 
Graeme Thompson, British expert 
on transportation and supply, came 
into the room at this point with Mr. 
Lloyd George and Gen. Sir Henry 
Wilson, and took part in the dis­ 
cussion. Mr. Lloyd George said he 
thought President Wilson would be 
deeply Interested to get General 
Foch’s v iew of the situation, and 
acded 
that as America had no 
prime minister present he thought 
it would be Inconv enient for us to 
mak e a decision, but tha t this sub­ 
ject should be brought before the 
whole council. 
I then called attention to a cable 
from Secretary of W ar Ik ik er, al­ 
ready 
quoted, 
showing that 
the 
President had been much em bar­ 
rassed by representations made to 
him personally by the French and 
British ambassadors, and had sug­ 
gested that the m atter might be 
settled by a conference between 
General Foch and myself. 
I point­ 
ed out that the cable did not men­ 
tion the supreme w ar council, and 
I again stated my opposition to 
mak ing the subject one of general 
discussion by all allied represen­ 
tativ es and their staffs. 
I did not fail to point out fur­ 
ther that the President was tru st­ 
ing ray judgment in this matter. As 
nothing was being accomplished, 
and hoping the number of partici­ 
pants in the discussion might be 
limited.

adjourn 
until the following day. 


CHAPTPER XLIV. 
Furtlicr conv er.sation at the ses­ 
sion of the supreme war council 
showed 
the 
uncertainty 
in 
the 
minds of the allies. 
Prime Minis­ 
ter 
Lloyd 
George, 
rev erting 
to 
losses, said that before the great 
German attack in May he had been 
informed 
positiv ely the Germans 
had only 400,000 replacements left, 
and that now, after the most v io­ 
lent fighting, in which It was re­ 
ported the Germans had suffered 
v ery heav y losses, they still had 
more than 300,000 replacements. 
The allies also had 8 00,000, but 
it was now contended, he said, that 
tlie British army was on the de­ 
cline while that of the enemy was 
not. 
Mr. Lloyd George ask ed if that 
could be cleared up. to which Gen­ 
eral Foch replied that it was be­ 
cause the enemy managed better, 
and he went on to say that Ger­ 
many, with a population of 6S,000,- 
000. could maintain 204 div isions, 
while Great Britain, with 40,000,000 
inhabitants, could k eep up only 43. 
After further argument on dis­ 
crepancies of v arious figures, and 
insistence by General Foch that the 
number of div isions be maintained, 
the consideration of the tran.spor- 
tation of American troops in June 
and July was resumed. 
The de­ 
cision hav ing reached an impasse, 
it was suggested that Lord Milne,r, 
British w ar minister. General Foch 
and I should undertak e to draw up 
a program. 
In the consideration of the ques­ 
tion by us the point of my conten­ 
tion was won when General Wey- 
gand, who was Foch’s principal ad­ 
v iser, remark ed that it would be 
as well to leav e the new drafts to 
be trained at home a month or so 
longer. 
Although 
my 
arguments 
had 
failed to mak e any impression on 
General Foch he at once approv ed 
W eygand’s suggestion. 
Ao reement o n U. S. Tro o ps. 
W ith this out of the way we soon 
drew up the agreement embodied 
in the following cablegram sent to 
Washington June 2: 
“ (a) 
For June: First, absolute 
priority shall be giv en the transpor­ 
tation of 170,(KK) com batant' troops 
(v iz.,, six div isions without artil­ 
lery, ammunitions trains or supply 
trains, amounting to 126,000 men 
and 44,000 replacements for combat 
tro o ps); second, 25,400 men for the 
serv ice of railway, of which 13,400 
hav e been ask ed by the French 
m inister of transportation; third, 
the balance to be troops of cate­ 
gories to be determined by the com­ 
mander in chief, American expedi­ 
tionary forces. 
“ (b) 
For Ju ly: First, absolute 
priority for the shipment of 140,000 
com batant troops of the nature de­ 
fined abov e, four div isions minus 
artillery, etc., amounting to 8 4,000 
men plus 56.000 replacem ents; sec 
ond, the balance of the 250,000 to 
consist of troops to be designated 
by the commander in chief, Ameri­ 
can expeditionary forces. 
“ (c) 
It is agreed that if av ail 
able tonnage in either month al­ 
lows the transportation of a larger 
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number of men than 250,000 the ex­ 
cess tonnage will be employed in 
the transportation of combat troops 
as defined abov e. 
“ (d) We recognize that the com­ 
batant troops 
10 be dispatched in 
July may hav e to include troops 
with insufiicient training, but we 
consider the present emergency to 
justify a temporary and exceptional 
departure by 
the United 
States 
from sound principles of training, 
especially as a similar course is be­ 
ing followed by France and Great 
Britain. (Signed) 
“FOCH, MILNER, PERSHING.’* 
Yank s a t Cha tea u Thierry . 
The Second and Third div isions, 
facing the Germans near Chateau 
Thierry, had made their places in 
line secure, giv ing heart to the 
French, who were trying to sta­ 
bilize their own positions around 
the newly formed salient. We shall 
hear more of these two div isions 
later. 
Although 
fully 
tak en 
for 
granted by all of us, it was none 
the less gratifying to sec these di­ 
v isions, for the first time in the 
line, acquit themselv es so well. 
En route to Chaumont we mo­ 
tored eastward through Montmirail, 
passing long columns of French 
refugees fleeing from their homes, 
many on foot, men and women with 
bundles on their back s, lejRling the

The Second div ision assumed the 
offensiv e June 6, 19 18 , and began a 
series of attack s which culminated 
some three week s later in the cap­ 
ture of the last German positions 
in the Bois de Bolleaii by its ma­ 
rine brigade and of Vaux by its reg­ 
ular brigade. 
The fighting during most of this 
period was of peculiar intensity. 
The German lines were fav orably 
located on commanding ground and 
were made more formidable by the 
extensiv e 
use 
of 
machine 
guns, 
especially in Eelleau wood. 
In the initial adv ance H arbord’s 
marine 
brigade 
captured 
Bou- 
resches, and Lewis’ regular brigade 
took Triangle farm and Bois de la 
Barette. 
During the next few days 
our troops progressed 
piecemeal. 
June 
15 
the 
Sev enth 
infantry. 
Third div ision, arriv ed to reinforce 
the marine brigade engaged in the 
wood. 
This regiment reliev ed the 
brigade on that date and tl^e ma­ 
rines rested for a week , when they 
again entered the* line. 
Against 
stubborn resistance, they drov e the 
enemy from the w’ood June 25. 
Reg ula rs Ca pture Va ux . 
Meanwhile the regular brigade 
continued its attack s interm ittent­ 
ly, and July 1, with great dash, 
captured Vaux and the Bois de la 
Roche. 
The operations of the di­ 
v ision in this v icinity were practi­ 
cally at an end when the new lines 
were stabilized on the high ground 
captured from the enemy. 
The casualties in the div ision 
were about 9 ,500. 
More than 1,600 
prisoners were captured from the 
enemy. 
The gains by the Second div ision 
were won with little aid on either 
flank by the French units, which 
were still In poor shape, and were 
made against an enemy determined 
to crush this early American effort. 
The successes of this div ision and 
of the First at Gantigny and Third 
on the Marne, following as they 
did the crisis of May 27, were 
loudly acclaimed by the Fz^ncl!. 
and for the time being bad a v ery 
stimulating 
effect 
upon 
French 
morale. 
With the transfer of activ ities to 
the 
French 
front 
northeast 
of 
Paris, our plan to build up an 
American corps* near Amiens had 
become impracticable, and as I had 
offered General Petain the serv -

General Petain, in his letter ac­ 
cepting my offer, said in part: 
“I must express my deep grati­ 
tude for the prompt and v ery Im­ 
portant aid you are bringing in the 
present 
crisis. 
Tiie 
American 
troops 
already 
engaged 
in 
the 
battle are the unanimous adm ira­ 
tion of the whole French array. The 
power of the effort which your 
country Is at present showing, as 
well as the resolute and generous 
spirit with which you enter the 
struggle, 
is 
for 
the 
allies—and 
abov e all for France—a comfort 
in the grav e times through which 
we are passing, and a pledge of 
hope for the future.” 
Wha t If Pa ris Sho uld Fa ll? 
Leav ing the suggestion with Gen­ 
eral Petain. without further dis­ 
cussion. I returned to Paris, arriv ­ 
ing June 8 . 
The next morning 
I 
called on Premier Clemenceau, and 
on that morning the fourth phase 
of the great German offensiv e start­ 
ed 
between 
Montdidier 
and the 
Gise. Reports indicated that it was 
meeting considerable success. 
Mentioning this' to M. Clemen­ 
ceau. I ask ed him what he thought 
would be the result if Paris should 
fall. 
M. Clemenceau replied that he 
and Mr. i.loyd George had consid­ 
ered 
that 
possibility, 
and 
had 
reached the conclusion that they 
would do ev erything in their power 
to sav e Paris, but if it should be 
lost they would go on fighting. 
“Abov e Paris is F'rance,” he add­ 
ed, “and abov e France is ‘civ iliza­ 
tion.” 
As I was leav ing he came to the 
door with me, and 1 said: 
“It may 
not look encouraging just now, but 
we are certain to win in the end.” 
lie dung to my hand and in a tone 
that showed the utmost solicitude 
he replied: 
“Do you really think 
that? 
I am glad to hear you say 
it.” 
This was the first and only time 
that I ev or sensed any misgiv ing 
in the mind of this resolute man. 
Notwithstanding 
our 
occasional 
lather heated discussions on the 
use to be made of American troops, 
I admired him greatly. 
It always 
seemed to me he represented the 
true spirit of confidence and cour­ 
age of the French people. 
I then motored to General Foch’s 
headquarters at Bombon. 
We con­ 
sidered my proposal to form an 
American 
corps 
near 
Chateau 
Thierry, to which he readily agreed. 
H e spok e especially of the fine 
work of our troops. 
I ask ed how a German driv e 
which threatened or perhaps cap­ 
tured E^arls would effect the armies 
and the people. 
His reply was al­ 
most word for word lik e M. Olemen- 
ceau’s. 
They had ev idently dis­ 
cussed 
the 
possibility 
or losing 
Paris. 
He, too, was certain the 
armies would go on with the war. 
Foch spok e so positiv ely and with 
such ev ident feeling that 
I was 
mov ed to get up and shak e his 
hand. 
Meanwhile the Fourth and Twen- 
ty-eiahth div isions, en route from 
liie British front to the northeast 
of France, were stopped at General 
Foch’s request in the v icinity of 
Villers Cotterets, the object being 
to concentrate sev eral of our di­ 
v isions on the west of the Marne 
salient, primarily as a precaution 
against another German offensiv e 
there, but ultimately for possible 
use on the offensiv e. 
The Second, 
Third, Twenty-sixth and Forty-sec­ 
ond were in that area and with the 
Fourth 
and 
Twenty-eighth 
there 
was a force equiv alent to twelv e 
French div isions. 
An encouraging circumstance at 
the moment was the success of the 
French in holding Von H utler’s at­ 
tack on the Montdidier-Noyon fro nt 
This fourth phase of the German 
offensiv e was on effort not only to 
widen the v ulnerable Marne pock et 
but to secure the railway between 
Compeigne and Soissons and open 
the way to Paris.
